Notice To Taxpayers 


IMPORTANT 


All Taxpayers should read the following requirement and 
comply with it: 

Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930: 
“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give sea- 
sonable notice in writing to the Inhabitants, by posting noti- 
fications in some public place in town, or shall notify them 
‘in such other ways as the Town at its Annual Meeting di- 
rects, TO MAKE AND BRING IN TO THEM TRUE AND 
PERFECT LISTS OF THEIR POLLS AND ALL THEIR 
ESTATES, REAL AND PERSONAL, NOT BY LAW 
EXEMPT FROM TAXATION, OF WHICH THEY WERE 
POSSESSED ON THE FIRST DAY OF APRIL OF THE 
SAME YEAR. 

If any resident owner, after such notice does not bring in 
such lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make applica- 
tion to the assessors or the County Commissioners for any 
abatement of his taxes, unless he ‘coffers such list with his 
application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it 
at the time appointed.”

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The Pittsfield Water Works has completed its 48th year of 
ownership by the Town of Pittsfield, and it is an asset of 
the utmost value to the citizens of the town. 

During the past summer it was extremely difficult to sup- 
ply the consumers with water, due to the dry season, and 
each individual should bear in mind that water must not be 
wasted as it is of the greatest necessity to human health and 
welfare. , 

Practically the only new work done during the past year 
was the Somerset Avenue Water Main extension, at a cost 
of $1,838.52. It was necessary to obtain a priority from the 
Government in order to purchase the material for the water 
main extension. The Government has requested that no more 
work be done than is absolutely necessary for repairs, due 
to the scarcity of war materials needed by the Government. 

Water revenues were $1,588.98 more than during the year 
of 1941, and the operating expense was $901.38 less than the 
last year. 

It has been impossible to purchase any new meters this 
year and it has been very difficult to get our old ones repaired, 
so that a number of places are without meters at the present 
time. During the past winter we have had a large number of 
meters frozen, which breaks the bottom of the meter, but 
each meter is equipped witha frost bottom so that the bottom 
breaks and protects the rest of the meter. It should be borne 
in mind that each individual is responsible for the meter at 
his premises, and if the water pipes freeze, the individual is 
to pay for the meter bottom. 

Water collections have been kept as low as possible this 
past year and our Total Accounts Receivable at February 
15, 1948, was $148.76 less than at February 16, 1942.

The youngest couple, the groom was 18 years old and the 
bride 15 years old.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Pittsfield: 

I present herewith my annual report as superintendent of ; 
the public schools of Pittsfield. 

The demands of war have made serious inroads on teaching 
personnel, and the present war effort has brought added re- 
sponsibilities on those charged with the education of youth. 
Among the many unavoidable problems which may be antici- 
pated by school officials throughout this emergency, the great- 
est will undoubtedly continue to be the scarcity of teachers. In 
view of the fact that schools have a more important function 
to perform than ever before, there has never been a greater 
need for capable teachers to direct the learning of youths. 
Many of our highly qualified teachers have already been at- 
tracted by the high wages paid in industry and in various de- 
partments of war work, and our State Department of Educa- 
tion is deeply concerned over the number of Maine teachers 
who have accepted more lucrative teaching positions in other. 
states. There is a decided danger, in these times; of lowering 
teaching efficiency by engaging poorly prepared teachers. 
Practically the only solution to this problem lies in making 
salary adjustments to compare somewhat more favorably with 
wages in other fields. Your school officials have recognized this 
critical situation, and they are meeting it to the best of their 
ability with reasonable consideration both from the economic 
standpoint of the teacher and the value to the children of 
the town in continuing to maintain an adequately trained 
teaching staff. We have thus far been fortunate in retaining 
many of our experienced and well qualified teachers and in 
filling positions to date with teachers equally as competent. 
This has been largely due to the fact that the positions have 
been made as attractive as possible through salary adjust- 
ments, favorable conditions of work, the fine spirit of cooper- 
ation, and the genial atmosphere which the town of Pittsfield 
offers its teachers. 
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At the beginning cf the school year, it was found expedient 
to institute several changes in the school program, particular- 
ly in the grammar school. It was felt that more efficient in- 
struction than had previously been provided in music and art 
could be presented by the regular classroom teachers, with the 
exception of orchestra work. A special teacher was employed 
to offer instruction in instrumental music. Full time ex- 
perienced teachers in music and art, who could offer the pupils 
a really worthwhile program in these courses, have not been 
available at the salary our budget would allow. During the 
short time the current program has been followed a general 
improvement has been noted.: 

The daily schedule of classes at the grammar school was 
changed to eight class periods. Uuder this plan the school day 
is arranged to provide more time for instruction in reading and 
spelling. This change of schedule also allows a more equi- 
table distribution of classes in Industrial Arts and in Home 
Economics. The time of dismissal of pupils at the noon hour 
was changed to avoid the general traffic congestion at that 
time. 

An attempt was made to alleviate the overcrowded conditions 
at the Grammar School by retaining cne division of the fifth 
grade at the Lancey Street school. It would have been desir- 
able to have kept the entire fifth grade together in one build- 
ing but this plan proved impossible under existing housing 
conditions. 

The Industrial Arts courses are progressing satisfactorily. 
Several minor alterations were made in the arrangement of 
the equipment in the shop which aids in the general efficiency 
of instruction. During the past year, the school department 
purchased some locally owned printing equipment which in- 
cludes a hand and power operated printing press. This addi- 
tion to the shop offers the boys further training along practi- 
eal lines. 

The Office of Defense Transportation has ruled that a sur- 
vey be made of school bus routes with the primary purpose of 
eliminating all unnecessary bus trips. It is hoped that the 
present routes will not be materially effected. 

Two of the school buses are in need of replacement. It would 
seem prudent and advisable to set up a sinking fund in the 
conveyance account against the time when these buses may 
be purchased. It would diffuse the cost over a lomger period 
of time and would not present such a financial drain on the 
taxpayérs as might occur at a time when the town may be 
in a less stable financial condition. Consequently, the budget 
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ealls for an appropriation of $2,000.00 additional in the con- 
veyance account to be kept in reserve as a sinking fund for 
the purchase of a school bus. 

Last year the sum of $335.00 was appropriated to purchase 
a pupil record filing cabinet. It is unfortunate that this equip- 
ment, which is badly needed, has not been obtainable. The 
amount raised has been credited to the state school fund. 

Recently, the schocl department was informed that the 
State Department of Education has stated that Pittsfield will 
receive $1,732.00 equalization in addition to the regular ap- 
portionment from the state. The State Department of Educa- 
tion intends that equalization funds shall be used by the town 
to supplement the regular town appropriation for education 
and is not to be used as a tax reduction measure. Therefore, in - 
order to become eligible for this additional amount in the suc- 
ceeding school year, it is essential not to lower the town ap- 
propriation for the state school fund. 

During the past year the schools have met the challenge of 
the war effort by serving ably and willingly in the various 
rationing programs, and in Civilian Defense activities. The 
children have regularly purchased war stamps, and_ they 
have assisted in the salvage drives. 

May I express my sincere appreciation to the members of 
the school committee for their cooperation and valuable ad- 
vice, to the teachers and all others who have contributed to 
the welfare of the schools. ‘

YEARLY REPORT OF COMMUNITY NURSE 


This has been a busy and productive year, and the results 
have been made possible by the splendid teamwork of the 
physicians, dentists, the nursing committee and the town’s 
people. 

Sixty-six children entered school for the first time, in the 
fall of 1942, and 36 of these had been known to the service, 
generally during the period from birth to one-year old. 

On May 27, the annual pre-school clinic was held at the 
nurse’s office. The local doctors, dentists and board members 
assisted. At this time, 28 children were vaccinated, 5 T & A 
operations were recommended (two received this correction 
during the summer vacation) and 4 received dental slips. 

A small-pox immunization clinic was conducted in the 
schools in April. Of 277 children who had not been vaccinated, 
185 accepted the treatment. Dr. F. H. Freeman kindly gave 
his services for this work. 

Two hundred thirty-eight children received 7-pcint pins and 
certificates. Five of these received five-year certificates for hav- 
ing been “7-pointers” for 5 consecutive years, a record to be 
proud of. Twenty more children received dental corrections. 

Through the dental clinics, 40 children received all necessary

dentistry, and 5 received partial dentistry. The total cost of 
these clinics was $171.50; twenty-two in all were held. 
Following is the list of patients admitted to the service for 
* the year:

192 school children 

17 antepartum cases 

14 deliveries 

17 postpartum cases 

(24 individuals in this group.) 

63 adult health supervision 

The total number of patients admitted to the service during 
the year was 392, divided as follows:

Transportation given 5 patients for chest x-rays 

Transportation given 10 patients to tonsil clinics 

Transportation given 1 patient to Sisters’ Hospital for 
x-ray treatments . 

Transportation given 2 patients to Eye, Ear & Throat Spe- 
cialist 

During the year, 22 eye corrections were obtained, and 18 
tonsillectomies were performed. 

There has been an increasing tendency for people who re- 
ceive the service to pay fees. Money so collected is added to 
the corrective fund.

We have had Story Hours 
for the children and we put special emphasis on the Annual 
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Book Week—both for the children and for the adults. Rev. 
John N. Feaster gave a splendid talk in the Library on wi 
day evening of National Book Week.

Chief of Fire Department 
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Report of Town Agent 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Pittsfield: 

By appointment of the Selectmen I have had the privilege 
of serving you as Town Agent for the fiscal year of 1942-43, 
and have done everything possible to serve the town in 
faithfulness, economy and for the best interest of every citi- 
zen of the town. 

With our country at war it has been a difficult year with 
so many of cur people joining the Army, Navy or going 
away to work in Defense Plants, and it has been almost im- 
possible to obtain the services of anyone to work on our 
roads and streets. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year we had $22,241.76 cash 
on hand and by vote of the town March 9, 1942 it was voted 
to take $19,030.00 from this cash surplus instead of raising 
this amount by taxation. This amount was distributed as fol- 
lows: Roads and Bridges $4,500.00; State Aid’ Road $930.00 
(which was not used as the State could not match the amount 
and labor was not available); Poor Relief of Pittsfield, 
$5,000.00; Municipal Bonds $4,000.00; W. P. A. Material and 
Expense $38,000.00; and Somerset Avenue Water Main 
$1,600.00. 

The W. P. A. Airport has been completed as far as pos- 
sible and is now being used by the Portland Flying Service in 
training Army and Navy cadets in the rudiments of flying. 
The Portland Flying Service is erecting a large hangar ca- 
pable of housing a number of planes. 

Our Sewing Project was temporarily terminated on July 30, 
1942 and reopened Nov. 23, 1942, only to be completely aban- 
doned Dec. 31, 1942 by order of the President of the United 
States, who terminated all W. P. A. work, stating that such 
work was no longer necessary due to Defense Work. Practi- 
cally all of the work done by the Sewing Project workers 
this past year was on State and Federal material. 

Much credit should go to Harris V. Mathews who has la- 
bored diligently and long to keep our roads and streets in as 
good a condition as possible and our sewers repaired and 
kept in working condition. He has had the help of only one or 
two men and being so short handed has had a very difficult 
time.

The town should appreciate the services given by Verne 
Priest and Charles Small in their various duties, one as full- 
time Fireman and Janitor and the other as foreman of the 
Pittsfield Water Works. Both of these men are indispensable 
to the town and have shown their loyalty to their town in a 
thousand different ways, and I wish to publicly thank them 
for their cooperation and assistance. 


The Selectmen have wanted, for a long time, to have the 
taxes collected in the Selectmen’s office as they felt all of the 
town’s business should be conducted in one place, and this 
past year Mrs. Severance was persuaded to act as Tax Col- 
lector (the Selectmen being prevented by law from being tax 
collectors) and she was given the servces of a full time as- 
sistant. This arrangement has worked out very satisfactorily, 
we believe, and without any additional expense to the town. 


This past year several important things have been done 
and I will enumerate a few of them very briefly. 

The town farm barn roof was found to be leaking and bad- 
ly in need of repairs. Both sides of the roof were repaired by 
using steel cr metal roofing and at the present time the roof 
is in perfect condition. 

Union Hall roof has been leaking very badly every winter 
when the snow would melt and in freezing crack the roof sur- 
face so that the next thaw would allow the water to leak 
through into the two lodge rooms causing considerable dam- 
age. The Bangor Roofing and Sheet Metal Co. went. over the 
entire roof surface and gave us a ten year guarantee and we 
hope we will not have any more leaks in this roof for many 
years. 

The firemen consulted the Selectmen about the desirabil- 
ity of having a Pacific ‘Portable Pump to use in fighting grass 
or woods fires and they decided to purchase same at a cost of 
$650.00, but this item should prove a very valuable asset 
to our fire fighting equipment. 

A new fire siren was also purchased but it was found that 
it would be impossible for the Fire Department to use the 
same as the signal would be conflicting with the Civilian 
Defense signals and the Selectmen decided to turn this 
item over to the Civilian Defense Committee for their use 
and the cost of same was taken from the Appropriation for 
Civilian Defense. After the Civilian Defense Committee no 
longer has any use for this siren it will revert to the use 
of the Fire Department. 

At the close of our books for the fiscal year we had 
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$19,876.16 and our net Unexpended Balance from Appro- 
priation Accounts was $9,847.27. 

This report is quite brief as we are all doing everything 
possible to save time, labor and expense, so in conclusion 
I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, Mrs. Severance and 
Ruth Ettinger for their co-operation in every way during the 
past year.
